A  Lay  (Convocation  has  been  called

However,  his  teaching  respon¬ 
sibilities  at  Southern  Seminiuv  will  be 
completed  this  June  at  the  end  of  the 
cuhrent  school  year. 

Moody  has  bMn  the  subject  of  criti¬ 
cism  about  his  vipws  on  apostasy  (or 
’“falling  from  grace’’!,  and  his  pub- 
lidwdstatemente  regar(ilng  m  semi¬ 
nary’s  Abstract  of  Principles.  The 
abstract,  part  of  the  seminary  charter 
for  12Syears,  is  the  oldest  statement  <rf 
faith  among  Southern  Baptists.  A  copy 
of  the  document  is  signed  by  every 
person  who  teaches  at  the  seminary  as 
a  commitment  to  teach  “in  accor¬ 
dance  with  and  not  contrary  to’’  its 
doctrinal  statements.  Moixly  has 
challenged  the  abstract  in  numerous 
public  comments  over  the  past  year. 

He  had  requested  the  196^  leave  of 
absence  early  in  1962,  before  criticism 
of  his  views  became  an  issue  with  the 
trustees. 

Moody  reached  regular  retirement 
at  age  65  in  1960.  He  has  been  teaching 
under  a  series  of  short-term  appoint¬ 
ments  since  that  time,  in  keepi^  with 
seminary  personnel  policy.

'supervised  coietruction  of  the  mobile  rig  scheduled  to  drill 
approximately  25  weeks  a  year. 

During  an  interview  here  last  week  Majors  said  the  drill 
has  been  constructed  to  minimize  down  time.  “Everything 
such  as  engines,  shafts,  clutches,  hoses  and  other  equ4>- 
ment  hps  bi^  developed  to  exce^  any  specifications  for 
this  type  of  a  rig  used  in  our  country.” 

Work  was  begun  less  than  three  months  ago  as  a  GI  truck 
stripped  to  the  basic  chassis.  It  has  been  rebuilt  with  all 
new  eququnent. 

(^t  of  th^  rig  is  8152,000,  with  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board’s  paying  about  80  percent  of  the  cost  from  hunger 
and  relM  funds.  Majors  and  other  Baptists  have  provided 
the  balance  of  the  funds  in  addition  to  donating  labor  and 
time. 

Shipping  costs  from  Houston  will  be  $21,000  with  esti¬ 
mated  time  of  arrival  three  and  one-half  weeks. 

Majors  will  fly  to  Zimbabwe  to  check  the  drill  off  the  ship 
and  drive  it  to  Sanyati  where  the  Baptist  Hospital  is  lo¬ 
cated.

Agricultural  Mission  Fellowship  in 
Yazoo  City,  sent  to  Belmopan,  Belize, 
Central  America,  14  Baptist  laymen  to 
build  a  dormitory  for  a  Practical  Ag¬ 
ricultural  Training  High  School.  The 
dormitory  is  one  of  five  buildings  to  be 
built  at  the  SO  acre  farm  where  young 
Belize  boys  will  be  taught  to  farm  var¬ 
ious  crops  by  the  school  director, 
Rafael  ^nchez,  under  direction  of 
Cliff  Scarbrough,  Southern  Baptist 
missionary  residing  in  the  capital  dty 
of  Belmopan. 

The  team  was  coordinated  by  Dick 
Stafford,  Ag  Mission  Fellowship  direc¬ 
tor  from  Greenwood.  The  otha*  mem¬ 
bers  were  Carl  Clark,  Greenwood;

The  resurrection 

A  declaration  of  God’s  victory

,  I  Corinthians  15:56-51 

“We  won!  We  Won!”  These  are  words  of  victory.  When  victory  comes  to 
individuals  and  teams,  a  celebration  is  in  order.  When  defeat  comes,  a  sense  of 
despair  and  loss  is  evident. 

The  disciples  of  Jesus  had  to  face  a  great  defeat  when  he 
led  on  the  cross.  No  celebration  was  in  order  because  their 
leado-  and  personal  friaid  had  been  put  to  death.  Ideals, 
dreams  and  hopes  turned  into  despondency  and  defeat  for  the 
disciples  as  they  could  see  no  victory  in  a  dead  Messiah.  How¬ 
ever,  the  situation  soon  changed! 

On  the  first  day  of  the  week  after  Jesus  had  died,  Mary 
Magdalene  and  the  other  women  went  to  the  tomb  to  anoint  the 
body  of  Jesus  with  spices.  When  they  entered  the  tomb  they 
were  Urid  that  Jesus  was  alive.  Their  immediate  reqxMise  was 
Doler  fear  and  amazement.  Later,  they  and  the  other  followers  of 
Jesus  responded  with  a  sense  of  victory.  The  event  which  was  thought  to  be  a 
so'ious  defeat  turned  into  a  thrilling'victory! 

The  resurrection  of  Jesus  is  mme  than  a  dead  man  who  came  to  life.  It  is  a 
declaration  of  God’s  victory  over  sin.  sorrow,  temptation,  tragedy  and  death. 
The  victory  was  begun  as  Jesus  lived  in  human  flesh  as  God  wanted  him  to  live. 
He  made  no  compromise  with  evil  and  was  fully  obedient  to  God’s  will.  Jesus  won 
in  ev&ry  area  of  life  in  which  man  had  failed.  The  victory  was  finalized  at  the 
resurrection  as  God  brought  him  to  life  above  the  power  of  sin  and  death. 

Since  my  high  school  days  I  ha  ve  heard  of  many  winning  football  teams.  I  have 
watched  with  excitement  numerous  games  in  which  my  favorite  teams  finished 
the  game  with  the  winning  score.  However,  no  sports  victories  have  been  so  real 
to  me  as  the  victories  in  which  I  was  a  participant  as  a  high  school  [dayer. 
Hearing  about  a  victory  or  watching  one  occur  is  no  comparison  to  experiencing 
one  as  a  player!  . 

The  Apostle  Paul  said,  “Bg^anks  be  to  God,  who  gives  us  the  victory  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ”  (I  Corinthians  15: 57).  It  is  one  thing  to  say  that  Jesus  was 
victorious  over.sin  and  death.  It  is  something  else  to  say,  “I  have  expoiotced 
victory  in  my  life.”  , 

The  resurrection  of  Jesus  is  a  declaration  of  God’s  victory  that  is  available  to 
us  as  we  commit  our  Hvea  te  Jeeus  by  faith. 
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Solomon  builds  the  Temple  Good  news  for  all  people  God  of  past  and  present!

David  had  wanted  to  build  a  house  to 
the  name  of  Jehovah,  but  God  did  not 
permit  him  to  build  a  house  of  worship 
because  he  was  engaged  in  war  (I 
Kin^  5:3).  Solomon,  inthe  fourth  year 
of  his  reign  (I  Kings  6:1),  began  build¬ 
ing  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem.  The 
central  truth  of  our  lesson  Sunday  is 
that  “Solomon  sought  and  committed 
the  best  resources  to  build  and  furnish 
the  Temple.”  v 

There  are  strong  differences  of  opin¬ 
ion  today  about  whether  or  not  too 
much  money  is  spent  on  houses  of  wor¬ 
ship.  It  is  a  matter  for  each  church  to 
decide,  harmoniously  and  in  love. 
There  is  much  to  be  said  for  beautiful 
church  buildings  which  are 
adequately  maintained.  I  have  ob¬ 
served  as  a  pastor  that  some  people 
would  be  content  to  worship  in  a’chic- 
ken  house  and  let  that  rot  and  fall  down 
upon  them. 

Solomon’s  mistake  was  not  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  Temple  too  beautiful  and  mag- 
nificant.  His  mistake  was  in  making 
his  own  palace  even  nrare  elaborate 
than  the  Temple,  so  that  he  (daced  a 
heavy  burden  upon  the  people  for  the 
sake  of  his  own  ego  and  comfort. 

SelemoB’s  contract  wi&  Hiram  of 
1>re  (I  Kings  5:1-18).  Hiram  was  king 
of  ’Tyre  and  an  admirer  of  David.  Tyre 
was  a  Phoiician  country  composed  of 
the  approximate  geogr^ical  area  as 
today’s  Lebanon.  Hiram  sent  messen¬ 
gers  to  congratulate  Solomon  soon 
after  he  ascended  to  the  throne,  and 
Solomon  used  that  opportunity  to  con¬ 
tract  with  Hiram  to  furnish  timber  for 
the  Temple  from  the  extensive  cedar 
forests  of  Lebanon. 

Several  observations  should  be 
nuKie  about  Solomon’s  contract  with 
Hiram.  One,  Solomon  used  forced 
labor  from  Israel  (I  Kings  5: 13).  Two, 
perhaps  in  part  to  preserve  family  life, 
the  workmen  spent  a  month  in  Leba¬ 
non  and  two  months  at  home  (1  Kings 
5:14).  Three,  Hiram  was  generous  in 
providing  Solomon  ail  he  desired  (I 
Kings  5:10).  Penrtb,  after  a  20-year 
contract,  Hiram  was  disappointed 
over  the  20  cities  (rf  Galilee  which  Sol¬ 
omon  gave  to  him,  calling  them  the 
land  of  Cabul ,  or  the  land  of  nothing  ( I 
Kings  9: 13).  As  my  daddy  would  have  . 
said,  “If  there  had  been  two  people  to 
'  tat  and  only  one  spoon,  Solomon  would 
have  eaten  first.”  He  was  selfish  and 
Slipewd. 

:  The  ceastractitn  tf  the  Temple  (1 
Kings  6:1-16).  Hie  construction  of  ttw 
Temple  was  begun  480  years  after  the 


deliverance  from  E^ypt  and  in  the 
fourth  year  of  Solomon’s  reign.  A  cubit 
was  approximately  eiqual  to  one  and 
one-h^  feet.  Thus,  tl  $  Temple  was  90 
feet  long,  30  feet  wideband  45  feet  high. 
There  was  a  poi^h  q^vestibule  15  feet 
deep  across  the  eivlre  front  of  the 
Temple.  It  was  a  magnificent  building 
made  of  the  finest  stone  and  cedar, 
much  of  which' was  overlaid  with  gold 
and  garnished  with  precious  stones  (II 
Chronicles  3:5-7). 

God  renews  his  wvenant  with  Sol¬ 
omon  (I  Kings  6:11-13).  God  spoke  to 
Solomon  during  the  construction  of  the 
Temple  and  offered  fo  him  the  coven¬ 
ant  Uiat  had  been  niade  with  David, 
namely,  to  establish  his  throne 
forever,  I  disagree’  mth  the  idea  that 
God  renewed  the  l;(;'venant  which  he 
had  made  with  David. 

There  is  a  very  im  crtant  distinction 
in  the  covenant  Gp  established  with 
David  (II  Samuel  7v  -17)  and  the  simi¬ 
lar  covenant  whicltfod  offm'ed  Sol¬ 
omon  (I  Kings  6:]K3  and  II  Chroni¬ 
cles  7:12-22).  God|^de  an  uncondi¬ 
tional  promise  to^tablish  David’s 
kingdom  forever,  (fod’s  offer  to  do  the 
same  for  Solomoq,' Jiowever,  was  con¬ 
ditioned  upon  Solomon’s  faithfulness. 
The  promise  to  D4«'4d  is  fulfilled  in  the 
Messiah,  whom  prophets  consis¬ 
tently  identified  A  a  descendant  of 
David  but  never  as  a  descendant  of 
Solomon.  The  distinction  is  of  supreme 
importance  and  Should  not  be  over¬ 
looked. 

Description  of  ^oIoiikmi’s  Temple  (I 
Kings  6 : 14-38 ).  It  ^uired  seven  years 
to  build  the  Temple.  The  Temple  was 
patterned  after  the  tabernacle.  Re¬ 
member,  God  revealed  to  Moses  the 
exact  design  of' he  tabernacle.  Both 
the  movable  tabtfnacle-and  the  pw- 
manent  Temple  nrere  designed  to  in¬ 
struct  the  diildren  of  Israel  about  the 
awful  alienation  which  sin  causes  on 
the  one  hand  and  the  wonderful  and 
approachable  presence  of  Holy  God  oh 
the  other. 

Description  sf  Solemoo’s  palace  (I 
Kings  77:1-12).  Hie  biblical  text,  as  We 
know,  has  been  divided  into  chapters 
and  verses  without  rhyme  or  reason. 
TTie  writer’s  emphasis,  and  therefore 
his  message,  is  Ijargdy  lost  by  the  divi¬ 
sion  between  six  and  chapter 

seven.  Hie  bib'ilal  writer  obviously 
intended  to  edf  ijiasize  that  Solomon 
actually  devoter  Inore  resources,  both 
human  and  m^wial,  to  building  the 
palace  comfrie^than  to  the  nation’s 
house  of  worship.  It  was  a  sinful  and 
tragic  mistake  It  showed  that  Sol¬ 
omon  was  turniig  from  God.  Hiis  was 
the  ^eed  which  turned  into  revolt  and

Acte  15:1-21 

Hirough  the  ages  there  have  been 
many  controversies  among  Christians 
regarding  various  interpretations  of 
faith.  Hie  earliest,  and  undoubtedly 
the  most  important,  is  recorded  in  this 
passage  of  scripture.  At  the  heart  of 
the  matter  was  the  question,  “How  can 
a  person  be  saved?”  TTie  very  future  of 
the  faith  hung  in  the  balance.  Was 
Christianity  to  be  merely  another 
Jewish  sect?  Or,  was  it  to  become  a 
universal  faith?  The  showdown  finally 
came  when  the  leaders  of  both  sides 
assembled  in  .lerusalem  to  have  it  out. 
All  agreed  that  one  is  saved  by  the  sac¬ 
rifice  Jesus.  Hie  issue  was  how  the 
atoning  work  of  Chris't  is  appropriated 
to  one’s  life.  What  does  one  have  to  do 
to  be  saved?  It  is  still  a  vital  and  often 
controversial  question  today. 

Hie  stage  was  set  by  the  dynamic 
work  oi  God  being  done  at  Antioch. 
Pe<^le  were  pouring  into  the  ranks  of 
the  church,  especially  Gentiles.  The 
church  was  led  to  send  Paul  and  Bar¬ 
nabas  into  the  area  of  South  Galatia 
(modem  Turkey)  to  begin  new  work. 
Hieir  labors  met  with  great  success 
and  new  churches  (of  Gentile  believ- 
«'s)  were  established. 

The  Jewish  Christians  at  Jerusalem 
began  to  be  increasingly  disturbed 
about  the  great  influx  of  Gentiles  into 
the  church.  TTiere  was  apprehension 
about  the  ordinarily  Gentile  immoral¬ 
ity  diluting  the  purity  of  the  church. 
Also,  many  Jewish  Christians,  believ¬ 
ing  the  Jewish  Jesus  to  be  the  Messiah 
sent  to  save  Israel,  could  not  com¬ 
prehend  Gentiles  believing  in  Jesus 
anyway.  Since  Jesus  came  to  save  Is¬ 
rael,  according  to  their  thinking,  Gen¬ 
tiles  must  first  become  Jews  in  order 
to  ben^it  from  Christ’s  work.  Hius 
some  Jewish  Christians  traveled  to 
Antioch  (and  even  tochurches  in  South 
Galatia)  teaching  these  concepts. 
Hien  the  storm  br^e.

saved?”  (15:1-5). 

The  Jewish  Christians  from 
Joiisalem  were  teaching  the  Gentile 
Christians  at  Antioch  that  they  must

be  circumcised  in  ords  to  be  saved  ( v. 
1).  In  oths  words,  they  wse  insisting 
that  they  become  Jews.  The  matter 
was  aU  the  more  complicated  when 
such  a  leads  as  Peter,  when  visiting 
Antioch,  seemed  to  agree  with  this 
viewpoint  (Gal.  2:11-14) 

Paul  battled  back  fiscely.  His  letts 
to  the  Galatian  churches  probably 
dates  from  this  period.  Paul  knew  that 
faith  in  Christ  and  faith  alone  saved  a 
person.  It  was  not  that  the  Jewish 
Christians  did  not  believe  in  being 
saved  by  faith.  Howevs,  they  were 
saying  one  must  believe  and  be  cir¬ 
cumcised.  Fs  Paul  faith  plus  any¬ 
thing  else  negated  faith. 

Finally,  with  the  conflict  deadlock¬ 
ed,  both  sides  agreed  to  take  the  mat- 
ts  to  the  apostles  in  Jerusalem  fs  an 
opinion. 

n.  Pets’s  affirmatioa  of  salvation  by 

grace  through  faith  alone  (15:6-12). 

Afts  much  discussion  on  all  sides 
Peter  finally  rose  to  speak.  He  re¬ 
minded  evsyone  of  the  incident  at 
Csnelius’  house  some  ten  yess  be¬ 
fore  (Acts  10,  11).  God  had  chosen 
those  (Sentiles  to  receive  the  word  and 
had  confirmed  his  acceptance  of  them 
by  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  just  as  he 
had  the  Jews  (w.  8, 9).  God  cleansed 
their  hearts  by  faith  (v.  9).  CTircumci- 
sion  had  not  been  required  thsi  and 
thus  was  not  needed  now.  Jews  and 
Gentiles  se  saved  the  same  way, 
namely,  through  the  grace  of  Jesus 
CTirist  (V.  10).

James,  brother  of  Jesus  and  leader 
of  the  church  at  Jerusalem,  was  espe¬ 
cially  noted  fw  his  rigorous  adherence 
to  the  law.  He  then  sp^e,  acknowledg¬ 
ing  God  had  saved  Gentiles  by  faith 
alone  without  requiring  them  to  be¬ 
come  Jews  and  this  conversion  of  the 
Gentiles  had  been  forseen  by  Amos’ 
prophecy  (w.  15-18).  Thus,  he  said, 
“My  judgment  is  that  we  do  not  trouble 
the  (ien^es”  (v.  19). 

James  suggested  that  the  assembly 
write  a  letter  to  this  effect  to  the  Gen¬ 
tiles.  He  also  suggested  that  the  Gen¬ 
tiles  should  conduct  themselves  in  a 
manner  that  would  not  make  fellow¬ 
ship  with  Jewish  Christians,  who  still 
followed  the  law,  difficult.  Specifical¬ 
ly,  they  were  to  abstain  from  food  of¬ 
fered  to  idols,  fornication,  and  blood. 

Two  Jerusalem  Christians  were  de¬ 
listed  to  carry  the  letter  with  Paul 
ai^  Barnabus  to  the  Gentile  churches 
(V.  22).  The  matter  had  been  officially 
decided.  Salvation  comes  by  grace 
through  faith  in  Christ  and  faith  alone.

Isaiah  43 

As  the  children  of  Israel  entered  the 
promised  land  two  landmarks  rose  be-, 
fore  them.  On  the  one  hand,  the  tree 
covered  slopes  of  Mount  Gerizim 
beckoned.  Springs  and  brooks  watered 
the  abundant  vegetation.  It  was  a 
lovely  sight.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
bare,  eroded  creit  of  Mount  Ebal  was 
clearly  visible.  No  vegetation  covered 
the  rocks  and  sand,  as  there  was  no 
water  supply.  God  signaled  that  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  the  nation  depended  upon  trust 
and  obedience  on  the  part  of  the 
people.  Mount  Elbal  was  the  symbol  if 
they  failed  to  uphold  their  part  of  the 
covenant  relationship.  Prosperity  and 
protection  would  result  from  faithful¬ 
ness  to  God,  and  Mount  Gerizim’s  in¬ 
viting  foliage  stood  as  a  reminder  of 
the  way  God  would  bless  Israel. 

Isaiah  delivers  first  the  good  news  to 
the  people  in  his  day.  In  a  later  lesson 
he  will  dr(^  the  other  shoe  and  de¬ 
scribe  forcdully  the  bad  news. 

The  good  news,  first  (V.  43:1) 

Complete  ownership  by  God  is  em¬ 
phasized,  starting  with  his  act  of  crea¬ 
tion.  He  had  a  right  to  expect  obedi¬ 
ence  on  the  part  of  his  creature,  butthe 
act  of  sin  on  the  part  of  Adam  had  left 
the  taint  on  mankind  known  as  “origi¬ 
nal  sin.”  Each  son  of  Adam  made  sin 
his  own  as  by  his  choice  he  committed 
“individual  sin.  ” 

Despite  wilful  disobedience  of  God’s 
law  he  hears  the  wonderful  proclama¬ 
tion  from  the  Father,  “Don’t  te  afraid. 

I  will  save  you.”  How  he  would  ac¬ 
complish  this  wonderful  feat  would  te 
clearly  revealed  seven  centuries  later 
when  “the  word’’  would  te  “made 
flesh.”  Hien  “whosoever  believeth  in 
him  would  not  perish.” 

Furtho',  he  reassures  them,  “I  have 
called  you  by  name.”  In  this  age  of 
depersonalizing  people  so  that  they 
beimne  merely  numbers  on  a  compu- 
to*  tape  it  is  a  marvelous  thing  to  knw 
God  calls  each  of  us  by  name.  He 
marks  the  sparrow’s  fall  and  crea¬ 
tures  made  “in  his  own  image”  are  of 
inestimable  value  to  him.  We  are  in¬ 
deed  “children  of  God”  and  he  has 
Isaiah  to  affirm,  “You  are  mine.” 

Peter  in  his  first  epistle  rejoiced  in 
the  thought  that  (jod  has  conf^med  a 
reservation  for  each  redeemed  soul  in 
heaven.  The  bill  for  our  eternM  habita¬ 
tion  is  stamped  “paid  in  full .”  On  earth 
it  is  a  minor  catastrophe  to  find  oneself 
“out  in  the  cold”  because  the  hotel  has 
“overbooked.”  God  pledges  that  when 
Jesus  declared  “Igotoprepareaplace 
for  you ...”  no  mistake  wiU  be  made. 


His  own  people,  whom  he  knows  by 
name,  will  find  a  “place”  ready  and 
waiting  for  him  when  he  arrives  in 
heaven. 

’Ihe  (rials  of  the  road  will  seem  Botfa- 

ing  (Vv.  2,3). 

Israel  was  reminded  of  the  “march 
of  tears”  their  fathers  made  from 
Egypt  to  the  promised  land.  God  had 
provided  a  way  on  the  bottom  of  the 
Red  Sea  as  the  waters  were  divided. 
They  were  safe,  but  their  enemies 
drowned  as  they  pursued  them  to  teing 
them  back  into  bondage.  The  “fires  of 
trial”  would  not  destroy  them  eithtf .  A 
little  later  the  three  Hebrew  children 
who  refused  to  bow  and  worship  the 
Babylonian  king  wo-e  thrown  in  the 
super-heated  furnace.  No  hair  was 
singed  on  their  heads  and  those  who 
stared  into  the  blazing  cauldron  were 
startled  to  see  a  fourth  figure  had 
joined  them  to  share  in  the  frightening 
experioice. 

God  idoitifies  himself  as  he  had  to 
the  patriarchs.  “I  am  the  Lord  your 
God. .  .who  saves  you.” 

A  natton  of  priests  (V.  10) 

The  promise  to  Israel  that  they 
would  be  God’s  people  was  always 
conditional.  If  they  shared  the  things 
they  learned  of  God  with  “the  nations” 
they  would  te  his  people.  John  the 
Baptist  preached  “the  Kingdom  of 
God  is  athand.”  Butfor  the  kingdom  to 
include  them  would  take  an  act  of  sin¬ 
cere  repentance.  Otherwise,  they 
would  miss  the  golden  opportunity. 

No  one  escape  the  mandate  of  the 
“great  commission.’’  All  are  to 
“preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  ” 
A  witness  must  speak  to  the  court  if  be 
is  to  witness.  We  speak  «ven  more  con¬ 
vincingly  with  our  livea  than  with  our 
14>8.  What  we  are  muil  declare  that 
“there  is  no  other  god,  tone  never  was 
and  never  will  te.” 

Remember  aat  the  fa^er  tUags 

Hie  memory  of  God’s  mighty  acts 
bolstered  the  sag^ng  confidence  of  the 
people.  Hie  stories  were  told  and  re¬ 
told  from  generation  to  generation, 
^t  ^  pe(^e  were  admoidahed  not  to 
live  in  the  past  and  brood  on  the  “good 
days.”  Rosy  daydreams  don’t  suf¬ 
fice  for  present  actionaeuid  hope  for 
the  future.  TTie  Lord  saya,  "Watch  for 
the  new  things  I  am  goiag  to  do.’’ 
There  would  be  a  new  exodus,  this  time 
not  from  Egypt  but  from  Babylon. 

God  would  have  us  to  know  ttiat, 
whatever  circumstances  arise,  he  will 
provide  the  resources  to  overcome. 

Gad  whe  forgives ...  (V.  25) 

We  are  left  with  the  iwomise  of  God’s 
forgiveness.  We  now  know  the 
mechanics  of  God’s  “amazing  grace.  ”
